There was much talk of a subsidence of the Champ Clark wave 


which reached its crest last night, but the speaker’s campaign man- 
agers were not willing to admit there had been any wavering in 
their forces. At the same time they went to the convention hall 
tonight with the expressed purpose of forcing the issue at the 
earliest possible opportunity. The opposition forces, hearing of 
this plan, prepared to block it. They did not wish the ‘nominations 
to be made until tomorrow, hoping the situation might clear a 
little by that time. 3 

The adherents of Woodrow Wilson claimed tonight that their 
candidate had made distinct gains during the day. They asserted 
that some of the Clark sentiment was turning toward the New 
Jersey governor and were in a more hopeful mood than at any 
time during the convention period.

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“LOOK OUT FOR 
“THE ARMY WORM” 


That Is Message Flashed to 
Farmers of Georgia, 


Loss to the State May Run 
Into the Millions, It Is De- 
clared—Local Citizens Will 
Assist in Campaign to Save 
Crops. 


“Look out for the army worm.” 
That was the word of warning which 
Was sent out over the state yesterday 


morning after a consultation had been 
held at the chamber of commerce be- 
tween the state entomologist and citi- 
zens representing well-known business 
interests. 

State Entomologist E. T. Worsham 
Stated that he had sent out a cirular 
giving warning of the appearance of 
the army worm in Georgia and urging 
that farmers take immediate steps to 
protect their crops against the worm. 
He said: 

“The army worm is doing serious 
damage to such crops as corn, grain 
and grasses, and in some instances to} 
cotton. This is not a new pest; it is} 
always present to a certain extent, but 
as a rule it is held in subjection by 
Parasites or weather conditions. The 
past season has been favorable to all 
kinds of destructive insects and plant 
diseases. The army worm is unusually 
abundant, and has done a great deal of 
damage.” 

| Ask for Wide Publicity. 

It was decided to supplement the 
circulars with telegrams to the news- 
papers urging them to publish the cir- 
cular and to do everything possible to 
help save the: crops. 

It was also deemed advisable at this 
time to put the farmers on their guard 
about the cotton caterpillar. 

Mr. Worsham stated that unless im- 
mediate action was taken the loss in 
Georgia from the army worm might 
mount up into the millions of dollars. 

The worm has played havoc in Ala- 
bama, and has now appeared in Geor- 
gia. 

Mr. Worsham recommends the use of 
paris green and arsenate of lead to de- 
stroy the worm, and says that he be- 
lieves paris green to be the best. Along 
this line he says: 

Paris Green Recommended. 

“Paris green can be obtained at al- 
most any local drug store at a reason- 
able price. About one pound is neces- 
sary to the acre. The best method of 
applying is by mixing with 4 or 5 
pounds of cheap flour or air-slacked 
lime and dusting it on to the plants. 
The dusting apparatus can be made 
from a l-inch board, 4% feet long and 
8 inches wide, by boring a 1144-inch 
auger hole 5 inches from each end and 
attaching under each hole a sack 5 
inches wide by about 15 inches long. 
These sacks can be made from un- 
starched sheeting running about 4 
pounds to the yard or of corn meal 
sacks. If it is found that the poison 
is being applied too fast or too slow, 
the proportions of lime (or flour) and 
paris green must be changed so that 
the required @mount of actual poison 
will be applied per acre.”

Local Shippers Win Again Be- 
fore Interstate Commerce 
Commission in Seven Years’ 
Fight Against Change in 
Rates. 


The proposed advanced freight rates 
on boots and shoeg from Boston, Prov- 
idence and New York to Atlanta were 
yesterday suspended by the interstate 
commerce commission from July 1 to 
October 29, until a final hearing may 
be had, loca) shippers thus winning 
another step in their seven years’ fight 
against the increase in rates. 

The most recent complaint filed by 
Atlanta jobbers and wholesale dealers 
came some ten days or two weeks ago, 
following notice given by the carriers 
that the old rate of 95 cents per 100 
pounds, which expired by limitation 
March 31, 1912, would be advanced to 
$1.05 on July 1. 

Those filing the complaint through 
Wimbish & Ellis, attorneys, were M. 
C. Kiser Company, J, K. Orr Shoe 
Company, Gramling-Spalding Compa- 
ny, Rice & Hutchins Atlanta Company, 
Saul & Co., and A, B. Christopher. Six 
railroads and four steamship lines 
were the defendants. 

The fight on the increased rates first 
opened in February, 1905, more than 
seven years ago, when the carriers 
gave notice that the then existing rate 
of 85 cents would be withdrawn and 
boots and shoes thereafter rated first- 
Class, taking a rate of $1.05 fro mthe 
cities named to Atlanta. This never 
went into effect, owing to the vigor- 
ous fight at once commenced by those 
interested locally. 

This rate remained in force three 
years, after which, in June, 1908, no- 
ice was given that the rates would be 
advanced to 93 cents per 100 pounds, 
in carload lots, and $1.05 in less than 
car lots. Another fight was at once 
opened, with the result that shippers 
again,triumphed, the rates being found 
unjust, unreasonable and excessive to 
the extent that they exceeded 95 cents 
per 100 pounds, and this was made the 
maximum rate for a period of two 
yearg from. and after April 1, 19109. 

This rate has. continued in effect 
since. It expired by limitation March 
31 of this year, and in last May the 
roads again gave notice of advance. 
The order granted the shippers Wed- 
nesday suspends their advance until 
October 29, in the meantime another 
hearing isto be hadon the same ques- 
tions which have he-etofore come up 
in the matter. The shippers express 
confidence that they will again win 
out. 


GAMING AT “WHITE CITY”

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So Declares Governor Brown in 


His Annual Message to 
the General Assembly, 


STANDS FOR REFERENDUM 
ON PROHIBITION QUESTION 


Urges Amendment of Registra- 
tion Law and Reduction of 
the Railroad Commission to 
Three Members—A Pardon 
Secretary Is Recommended. 
Georgia Should Have State 
Highway Commission---Prog- 
ress Made in Education and 
Other Matters. 


In his message read in both houses 
ef the general assembly yesterday, 
Governor Joseph M, Brown first called 
attention to the state’s serious finan- 
cial condition, relative to income and 
expenditures. 

In part he sald: 

“Out of a profound sense of duty 
as head of the state, I call your atten- 
tion to the financial condition of the 
treasury. It !s a subject demanding 
your closest scrutiny, one calling for 
patriotic attention on the part of 
every one sworn to guard the interests 
of-the commonwealth .. . 

“Under our system, and the prece- 
dent has been followed for many years, 
we have only one large elastic fund 
which may be used to cancel or tide 
over existing disparities. That fs the 
common school fund, perhaps in es- 
sential merit the most important of 
all, being expended for a purpose more 
nearly touching the welfare of all the 
people and comprising more than one- 
third of our total revenues. The state 
has ever been delinquent in meeting 
this obligiation, and this delinquency 
has grown as the evil I speak of has 
progressed and our emergencies de- 
veloped; and it is now of such press- 
ing importance that it compels us to 
pause. 

“It Is with regret that I report to 
you that we have had sufficent funds 
to meet only 10 per cent of the cur- 
rent common school appropriation, 
though 50 per cent of it is now due. 
This is the lowest on record. In 1911, 
at this date, only 13 per cent had been 
paid. The next lowest was in 1919 
when 20 per cent had been paid; and 
that total payment, doubling the one 
for this year, was only half the pre- 
portionate amount paid by June, 15964, 
the school appropriation of that 
year. 

“This, I wish to impress upon you, 
is conclusive evidence that our appro- 
priations are and have been exceeding 
our revenues. 

“Purther evidence lies in the fact 
that the treasury at this time is prac- 
tically empty and it is highly probable 
that I will have to exercise the bor- 
rowing power {to procure funds with 
which to meet the expenses of your 
sesgsion. 

Rises Above Politics. 
“T repeat that this ts a subject ris- 


ing above any consideration of political; , 


contention. 

“I do not think that any 
dispute the statement that there 
mo funds in hand or in prospect, 
additional sources of révenue are pro- 
vided by you, with which to meet any 
new appropriations. On the

“In this connection I might say that

of additional revenues will 
under either of them. 


State Auditor. 


“Economy being highly destrabl.e 
and at this time urgently necessary, 
believe a material saving on appropria- 
tions could be effected by the estab- 
lishment of an auditing department. 
Careful checking of accounts would 
mot only be in keeping with modern 
business methods but, I am sure, would 
check wastes that would more than 
make up the coct of such a depart- 
ment.” 

The governor also urges better 
banking laws, revision’ of Georgia's 
insurance laws, and better medical 
laws.

Educational Progress. 


On the line of education and eauca- 
tional progress, Governor Brown says 
in part: 

“The financial condition of the state 
does not allow the rapid progress in 
educational matters which we would 
desire. However, the increased appro- 
priations which have been made for 
ihe above purposes are bearing fruits 
rich with future promise, As rapidly 
as the increase !n taxable values will 
permit we should extend and improve 
the facilities for training the intel- 
lects of the youth of our state. This 
training, beginning with the commom 
school education, should ultimately en- 
able the young ma.wnvod and woman- 
hood of this state to attain to the high 
pe vaeinges of the college and univer- 
8 ty. . . . 

“It may be truthfully asserted that 
Georgia's university affords a peécu- 
liarly appropriate medium for unifying 
the aims and solidifying the patriotism 
of the Georgians of the future. What 
Georgia wants is the, arousing of a 
state pride among her people which 
will know no class, no section, which 
will weld all her units together into 
one harmonious, state-serving, demo- 
cratic whole. By no means can she so 
surely secure this result as through 
her university. 

“It ls a happy thought which, In ad- 
dition to the School of Technology, the 
Augusta Mediéal college, etc., has 
caused the District Agricultura] and 
Mechanica] schoolg to be taken into the 
university system. By this unjon the 
state untversity has been brought Into 
close contact with the people in every 
congressional district In the state, In- 
Steaa of being a thing apart at Athens, 
it will hence be a visible, living factor 
in the inté@llectual uplift of the youth 
in every section of the state. It will 
enable them to know each other, to be 
willingly held together by a common 
bond. It will develop and cultivate tho 
spirit of unison of thought, desire and 
determination, which will make Geor- 
gians move forward like a disciplined 
army in an unbroken phalanx, placing 
this empire state above her rivals, not 
on the woe-draped fields of carnage, 
but in the arena where flourish the en- 
nobling arts of peace. 

“The University of Georgia is not a 
rich man’s club; f is the mental train- 
ing ground for all the youths of Geor- 
Zia. And she is pardonably selfish to 
ihe extent that she Its training them to 
work for her, to add to her power and 
gioryvy. Hence it should be the policy 
of the state to bring all the colleges 
and schools which form the university 
system into active co-operation. This 
plan ts party accomplished now, but 
the board of trustees of the University 
of Georgia should be given ful] power 
of supervision over al] the associated 
and subsidiary colleges and schools 
and required to frame and enforce 
regulations which will cause them to 
work together on one plane. 


District Agricultural Schools, 


“The district agricultural and me- 
chanical schools having been taken 
into the university system of the state, 
as already indicated, I respectfully 
suggest that the co-operative relation- 
ship between the State University, 
through the State College of Agricul- 
ture, and the above district schools be 
made closer than they have hereto- 
fore been. 

“I deem !t proper to state that the 
official reports show an average at- 
tendance of eighty-six pupils during 
the year just ended at each of the 
eleven district agricultural and me- 
chanical schoois. But it must be noted 
that four of these schools show an 
attendance materially under eighty-six. 
In two of them the attendance during 
he year averaged thirty-five

Trustees o¢ State Sanitarium. 


“Considering the technical fea- 
tures which are inseparably connecteqg 
with the handling of the patients in

ed every two years. 

“I, therefore, recommend that the 
board of trustees of the abov®é Institu- 
tion include one member from each 
congressional district to be appointed 
by the governor, one-half of ine first 
appointees to serve for two years and 
one-half for four years; thereafter ap- 
pointees to be named for full terms of 
four years.

“The building of good roads is un- 
doubtedly one of the malin factors in 
the marked progress the state ha 
made in material development during 
the past three years.

‘“|T respectfully euggest that your 
honorable bodies at the present ses- 
sion enact such laws as will prevent 
technicalities from defeating substan- 
tial justite. The honest and law-abid- 
ing people of the state are entitled to 
have their persons and property held 
safe at all times against those who 
would violate the laws, whereas, it 
must be conceded that the present le- 
gal procedure amounts almost to an 
encouragem?nt to crime. 


Prohftbition. 
On the subject of prohibition, Gov- 


ernor Brown says: 

“No statute in Georgia has been more 
often invoked within the past five 
years, on the hustings, in the press 
and the pulpit, than that known as the 
prohibition law. That it has been 
sometimes improperly invoked has 
been, I may say, properly allegwed; that 
it has beén magnified, in fact, almost 
apotheosized, by many of its over- 
zealous advocates, is undoubtedly true; 
yet, while admiring the noble motives 
which inspired this law, and while 
cheerfully granting the merit in the 
law itself, must bear in mind the 
fact that every other statute enacted 
by the general assembly of Georgia is 
entitled to equal respect with that held 
or this statute. 

“It is manifestly improper that prac- 
tically all other laws should be mini- 
mized in order that one particular law 
be magnified. Such procedure tends 
to weakening the administration of 
justice as to other offenses however 
grave they may be. Each law imposes 
as weighty obligation for obedience 
and enforcement as does any other law. 
All are on the same level. 

“However, regarding prohibition leg- 
islation, it is proper that I should 
state that this was made a distinct 
issue in the last gubernatorial cam- 
paign, and naught can more true

For, White Slavery. 

New Orleans, June 26.—Ben Monte- 
leone, a well-Known young Man and a 
relative of a local hotel proprietor, 
was yesterday indicted by the United 
States grand jury on the charge of 
violating the “white slave” law.

In his annual report made public 
yesterday, Comptroller General W. A. 
Wright renews his recommendations 
for revision of the state’s tax laws, 
and calls attention the necessity for 
several important changes in other di- 
rections. 

He takes the same stand as does 
Governor Brown in his message in re- 
gard to holding down appropriations 
until plans are made to increase the 
State's revenue; one method of doing 
this, he suggests, is by the enactment 
of an inheritance tax law. 

The comptroller general states that 
the near beer tax ‘should be collected 
through the tax collectors insteag of 
the ordinaries, and that reasonable 
compensation should be allowed for 
such collection. The tota] amount of 
the near beer tax collected in 1911 was 
$248,855. 

He holds, too, that taxes on soft 
drinks should be made returnable and 
payable to the tax collectors, instead 
of to the comptroller general. 

The comptroller general makes his 
usua] appea] for a thorough revision 
of the state's tax system, with a view 
to equalization and getting on the tax 
books the large amount of personal 
property that now escapes taxation. 

Captain Wright calls attention to 
the difficulty in enforcing the dog tax. 
Many do not return their dogs at all, 
There is no recourse except to levy on 
the dog, and that is a thing no tar 
collector has ever been known to do, 
The comptroller general suggests that 
the dog tax law be so amended as to 
authorize execution and levy by tax 
coljectors on any property of the 
owner of a dog who fails to return it 
and pay the tax upon it. 

The comptroller general, in his ca- 
pacity as insurance commissioner, deals 
at length with the insurance laws of 
the state, and calls attention to many 
features In Which revision igs needed. 
He generally approves the recommen- 
dations looking to revision of these 
laws which have been made by the

White's Slayer Becomes Angry 
on Witness Stand 


Thaw Tells Jerome That the 
Latter Fell Heir to the Man- 
tle of Abe Hummel—Thaw 


Declines to Assist Jerome to} ,, 


Blacken White’s Character. 


White Plains, N. Y., June 26.—Harry 

Thaw and William Travers Jerome 
hag an «il-day debate at today’s hear- 
ing on Thaw’s application for release 
from the Matteawan insane asylum, 
their frequent verbal passages at arms 
keeping the interest of the big crowd 
in court at a high pitch. 

Thaw, while not losing his temper at 
any stage, flung back some caustic re- 
plies to leading questions of the at- 
torney, who was putting Stanford 
White’s slayer through what was 
termed a “mental examination.” The 
witness repeatedly questioned Jerome's 
motives in appearing ag the leading 
inquisitor in opposition to Thaw’s re- 
lease, and at one point when he was 
asked for whom he thought the attor- 
Was acting, he flung back with 


kK. 


ney 
this: 

“Mr. Jerome, I have been told that 
when you sent Abe Hummel] up the 
river—and you didn't send him up the 
river: only to the workhouse—that the 
mantle of Abe Hummel fell on the 
shoulders of William Travers Jerome.” 

Shifted Base of Attack. 

Mr. Jerome frequently shifted fhe 
base of his attack with the apparent 
purpose of confusing Thaw. Switching 
abruptly at one point he asked: 

“If you were net insane when you 
shot White, it was murder, was it 
not?’ 

“It 
Thaw 
calm. 

Asked whether he had ever shopped 
in England for a Mrs. Paget, whom he 
mentioned in his will, Thaw said he 
had not. 

He shopped for cousins of Jerome, 
he said, and added, ‘‘who certainly 
must be mighty ashamed of you.” 

“Why were you dismisseq from Har- 
vard?” was Jerome’s query on another 
quick shift of ground. 

‘“T never was dismissed; 
it,” ‘Thaw answered hotly. 

“IT jeft at the same time four other 
young men left with whom I was 
playing poker,” he added. Practically 
every question asked by Jerome was 
met with an objection from Clarence 
J. Shearn, Thaw’s lawyer. 

Every Inch of Way. 

He was defending his client every 
inch of the way with every legal re- 
course at his command to avoid the 
state of “fage’’ which proved the un- 
doing of Thaw in his other efforts to 
get out of Matteawan. 

In explanation of one of his letters, 
Thaw talked at great length. It ap- 
peared as though he were talking 
against time in order to prevent Je- 
rome from asking him any more ques- 


tions, 
Thaw'’s counsel, Clarence J. Shearn, 


objected so frequently and interrupted 
the testimony to such an extent that 
Judge Keogh asKed that the witness 
be allowed to answer questions in his 
own way. Later the court threatened 
to stop the examination unless he 
could get the co-operation of counsel, 

“T cannot pass upon this man’s sani- 
ty,”’ said the court, “unless I have op- 
portunity to observe him as he an- 
swers the questions asked him. If Mr 
Jerome asks competent questions and 
it produces the effect of fagging the 
witness I can’t help it” 

Thaw Refuses to Assist. 

‘Is this a mental examination?’ 
Thaw asked of Jerome.” 

"Yes." 

“Well, I refuse to assist you.” 

“Aren't you perfectly willing to 
show this court your state of mind?” 

The witness said he was not, 

“Are you not willing to give Judge 
Keogh opportunity to decide upon your 
sanity?’ 

“Learned adlenists will 
Keogh plenty of opportunity,” 
replied. 

The codicil In Thaw’s will was read, 
in’ which it was provided that dam- 
ages should be given to certain young 
women upon whom indignities had 
been committed. Thaw said the codi- 
cil had as its purpose to obtain dam- 
ages from Stanford White. 

“For whom were the damages in- 
tended ?”’

The encounter between Senator Cul- 
berson and Mr. Brantley took place in 
connection with an argument. by 
Samuel Gompers, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, in the 
interest of a plan favorable to labor.

Housekeeping. Each year these clubs 
ave an exhibition at Reading which 
s a miniature county fair.

President Taft Will Inform 
Congress that Officials Will 
Have to Violate the Law 
to Keep the Governmental 
Machinery m Motion. 


Washington, June 26.—President 
Taft will send a message to congress, 
probably tomorrow, pointing out the 
anomalous situation whereby the ma- 
chinery of the federal government 
must continue in operation in direct 
violation of law, making officials 
liable to fine and imprisonment, un- 
less steps are immediately taken to 
provide funds for the next fiscal year, 
beginning July 1. 

The president will appeal for the 
passage of a resolution extending the 
necessary appropriations of the current 
fiscal year for a temporary period tv 
tide over the emergency caused by the 
failure of the regular and deficlency 
appropriation bills to pass. It is ex- 
pected such a resolution will be intro- 
duced and passed by both houses to- 
morrow. 

It is unlawful for any official to cre- 
ate a deficiency or to accept the serv- 
ices of anyone gratuitously. Unless 
congress acts, it is pointed out in ad- 
ministration circles, one of these laws 
must be violated to some extent, be- 
cause government business cannot 
come to a standstill.

TEN THOUSAND WOMEN 
SELL FLOWERS IN LONDON 


London, June 26.—Ten thousand 
women, Including many prominent in 
society, and several duchesses, all of 
them dressed in white and wearing 
white hats, trimmed with garlands of 
white roses, sold flowers on the streets 
of London today, which was called 
Alexandra day in honor of the queen 
mother. The proceeds are to be given 
to the metropolitan hospitals and con- 
valescent homes in the name of Queen 
Alexandra, who originated the idea. 

Ten million artificial wild roses were 
made for the occasion by blind and 
crippled workers. A button bonquet of 
wild roses cost 2 cents, while a bunch 
was sold for 25 cents. For use on 
horses there were rosettes, while for 
motor cars garlands had been pro- 
vided. 

There was much rivalry among the 
women for the most favorable loca- 
tions as prizes were offered for the 
best sales. 


EXPORTS INCREASE 
AS WELL AS IMPORTS 


Washington, June 26.—Increases in 
both exports and imports are shown 
by a statement of the foreign com- 
merce of the United States for the 
month of May made public today by 
the commerce and labor department’s 
bureau of statistics. 

Imports for May totaled tn value 
$155.710.573. as compared with $129.- 
$14.100 forthe same monthavyvear ago. 
and the total for the eleven months 
ending with May was $1,522,246,824, 
against $1,494,418,921. The export to- 
tals were $175,408,058 for May, 1912, 
against $153,152,535 for May, 1911, and 
$2.966.116,667 for the eleven months 
ending with May, 1912, against $1,907,- 
613,462 for the same period last year. 

The statement shows decided falling 
off of exports in food stuffs in crude 
condition and food animals, and a 
corresponding increase in importa- 
tions of these products.

BY CLUB WOMEN 


Achievements of Past Four 
Years and Plans for 
the Future. 


San Francisco, June 26.—What the 
club women of the country are doing 
today, what they have done in the last 
four years and what they intend to 
do in the future were the general out- 
lines of the valedictory delivered today 
by Mrs. Philip North Moore, of St. 
Louis, retiring president of the Gen- 
eral Federation of Women’s Clubs, now 
in session here for its eleventh — 
convention. 

“I believe,” she said, “that the gen, 
eral federation now is united as never 
before. We have learned to know 
each other and to work together won- 
derfully well. The great task of this 
convention is to live down the gen- 
eration that still lags behind the 
times.”” Among the accomplishments 
listed, Mrs. Moore said the country-at- 
large had the club women to thank 
for the pure food law, the preserva- 
tion of Niagara Falls, passage of the 
Weeks bill for the conservation of for- 
est lands and much legislation looklag 
to the welfare of women and children 

For the future she urged that wom- 
en address themselves particularly to 
international and industrial peace, reg- 
ulation of the press and the drama, 
education, inspection of factories and 
a closer watch on national legislation 
affecting social and civic life. It was 
flattering to women that nearly every 
national organization looking for pow- 
er came to see the federation, she said. 

“But this joining of many organ!l- 
zations,” cautioned Mrs. Moore, “help- 
ful though it may be, brings added re- 
sponsibilities and great expenses.” Her 
advice was state divisions of the fe.i 
eration, as well as the national body 
itself, hold to their own educational 
purposes, allowing departments and in- 
dividual clubs to affiliate as they 
choose.

Why Bryan Refused Chairmanship.
